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No part of Mr. Handel's works are held in higher 


eſtimation, by the beſt judges, than his compoſitions for 


the Duke of Chandos. They are difficult to attain; and 


the collection from whence this performance is ſelected, 
hath been the attentive purſuit of ſeveral years, at Sales 


and Auctions; in the progreſs of which, I made diſ- 


coveries of ſome I had never heard of; and got information 
of others, which I have not been able to trace. A 
complete collection cannot well be expected, as ſome of 
the original ſcores have been expoſed to public ſale. 
Several other Anthems, compoſed by him on different 
occaſions, I have met with; and have been informed of 


others, I have not yet ſeen, 


Of the Anthems compoſed for the Duke of Chandos, 
none hath been performed in public, but the following: 
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As pants the hart, &c. which was, by the command of 
his late majeſty, introduced into the Oratorio of Eſther; 
EPS on that occaſion, Mr. Handel added ſome new 
movements, and conſiderable augmentations of voices and 
" {nftrments,” to the other parts. The Jubilate, originally 
compoſed for three voices, two violins, an hautboy and 
baſs; to this Mr. Handel made, for the performance at 
St. Paul's, thoſe great additions that are to be ſeen in 
the printed ſcore. The Oratorio of Deborab is in part 
compiled from one of theſe Anthems; but the Muſic 
adapted to other Words. 


Theſe are all that the Public have any knowledge of: 
the remainder of thoſe valuable compoſitions ate, in 
general, unknown: ſome few movements have been oc- 
caſionally introduced into performances; but they have 


never yet been performed collectively. 


The Oratorio of Eſdber, and the Serenata, Acis and 
Galatea, are generally reckoned among the compoſitions 
for the Duke of Chandos: but they were not originally 
produced

priduced there; the firſt being compoſed in the German, 
and the latter in the Italian language; and tranſlated into 
Engliſh, to the Muſic Mr. Handel compoſed before he 
came into this kingdom, by Mr. Pope, Dr. Arburthnot, 


and Mr. Gay; and Mr, Handel made ſome additions to 


them for the Duke, 


It is worth obſervation, that there are fewer inaccuracies 
of emphaſis and accent of the Engliſh in the compoſitions 
of that period, than in his later productions; which is 
probably owing to that eminent Triumvirate: and the 
want of ſome judicious adviſer afterwards, is much to be 


regretted, by the admirers of his extenſive genius. 


This performance is divided into three parts; under 
the different ſubjects of Creation, Redemption and Sal- 
vation: the endeavour, in the arrangement, hath been 
to retain the ſublimity of the ſacred texts; and the me- 
lodious illuſtration they have received from the genius of 
Mr. Handel, in the full force, propriety and grandeur, 
they ſtand with in the original compoſitions, A few
